Just two minutes and 44 sec- 
onds after the twin-engine fighter 
roared out of a blue sky over La 
Guardia Field, it made a perfect 
landing—at 8:08:44 a.m. It took 
off from Hickam Field, Honolulu, 
at 5:35 p.m. last night. 

Emergency equipment lined the 
runway of the big airport as the 
Betty Jo zoomed in, prepared for 
an emergency landing.

Thacker, El Centro, and co-pilot, 
Lt. John M. Ard, of Inglewood, 
won a daring bid against 65-mile 
headwinds over Pennsylvania and 
dangerously low fuel tanks to 
reach their New York objective.

Recently planes, trains and buses have been involved in 
a series of spectacular accidents that have shocked the pub- 
lic and caused discussion and speculation on the “epidemic” 
nature of the mishaps. 

Formal investigations sometimes produce a physical ex- 
planaiion—a failing motor, a split rail, a blowout—but of- 
ter. the inquiry leads nowhere, or to the conclusion that the 
human element—ran-failure—may have been responsible. 

Man-failure, when it is a factor, has a direct bearing on 
physical failure of the transporting vehicle; careful driving 
might have nullified the blowout; a faulty plane motor might 
have been detected by a mechanic's diligence. 

The factor of man-made failure, then, is an over-riding 
ene in many accidents.

What About Water Supply During 
The “Dry” Cycle?— 

Wet cycles and dry cycles are recorded by rainfall ob- 
Servers. 

Wo have been experiencing a “wet” cycle, a period dur- 
ing which the rainfall has been above the average. 

From indications the “dry” cycle may be beginning. 
Rainfall fer this year is considerably behind last year’s total 
and a grarh of figures records the fact that the peak was 
reached a fow years ago. 

What is going to happen to the local water supply dur- 
ing the dry cycle and in the years to come? 

Even during the wet cycle the underground basin is be- 
ing depleted. Approximately 900 pumps in the Chino basin 
are steadily draining the reservoir underlying this vast agri- 
cultural domain. 

While there may not be any immediate danger of de- 
pletion of the underground supply, there is real danger in 
not being able to obtain additional sources when the need 
is pressing. 

Membership in the Metropolitan Water district has been 
recommended by local recognized authorities. This recom- 
mendation should be recognized. Steps should be started 
tc obtain the additional water supply.

You may recently have seen the headline in the papers 
“Slaves Have"No Choice”. I wondered what it meant, so 
read on. The idea was that if a man is not free to make a 
choice, then he is not free and-is only a SLAVE. If he 
cannot rise.above his daily surroundings, above his en- 
vironment, above his daily temptations ‘and all such, then 
' he is just a slave. Slaves are to be ruled, ordered about 
and dominated; free men are otherwise. John Erskine 
of Ireland wrote, “I define liberty as the right to choose. 
KI cannot make a choice, then I am a slave”. So it is 
with those of us who claim to be free. 


From others I have :earned something about slavery.. 
| My forefathers were owners of slaves in Kentucky, and 
my own father was cared for by a slave when he was a 
__ child. Yet they seem to have been people 
with «a conscience, for they freed their 
slaves and even my great grandfather made 
provision for the freedom of his and remem- 
bered them in his will. So it came about 
that my father and an older brother wore 
the uniform of the north, and a younger 
brother would have joined up with them 
had his extreme youth permitted it. My 
father was discharged from the army be- 
cause of ill health, and certain difficulties followed him 
throughout his life: but he never complained. He was 
not a slave to ill health: he just lived above it. I owe him 
a heavy debt because of his honesty, integrity and sacri- 
fice. He never was a slave to circumstances. 

| It is well for us to think on these things, and to ask 
honestly whether we are slaves and why. Custom, us- 
age, social conditions, habits, and dozens of other things 
make us slaves. I am in agreement with the statement 
that if we cannot make a choice then we are slaves. If 
I find myself a slave to things I have brought upon my- 
self, then I am just a slave, that’s all. I must then free 
| myself and break away. Possibly strong drink gets more 
people down than any other one thing in this our day and 
time. Remember, if we cannot make a choice, WE ARE 
SLAVES.

Of the 34 
who fought, 14 were Negroes. 
Only one bout was booed. That 
was when a 16-year-old radio stu- 
dent was given the decision over 
a Negro shipping clerk from 
Brocklyn. The Negro had the 
better of the argument in the 
minds of many but the judges 
voted the other way. 

At least the fans knew these 
bouts were devoid of the gamb- 
ling instinct so prevalent in pro- 
fessional sports today. 

The fighters—and they were 
that——were in there swinging with 
all they had. The winners in the 
open class received a pair of min- 
iature gclden gloves with a dia- 
mond setting and the sub-novice 
victors got silver gloves with a 
ruby setting. All winners were 
permitted to keep their blue. or 


white trunks and their boxing 
gloves.

While experts predict a new 
golden age in spcrts most of them 
doubt a repetition of the galaxy 
of stars that dominated the sports 
scene of the roaring twenties. 

Hitchcock's feats on a polo pony 
have never been equalled. He be- 
gan playing polo at 13 and at 22 
had a i0-gcal rating. He was 
ranked at 10 goals—highest honor 
in polo--more than any other 
player and in 1934 he received 
the rating for the 13th year in 
succession. 

As late as 1940 he was ranked 
at 10 goals. Even at 40 he still hit 
a polo ball farther than anyone. 

Noted for Daring 

Hitchcock was noted for his 
color and daring. He suffered two 
concussions in falls playing the 
game he loved, : 

At 17 he enlisted in World 
War I and served in the air serv- 
ices. He was shot down over Ger- 
many and subsequently escaped 
from a German prison. 

Known as “the Babe Ruth of 
Pole,” Hitchcock lost his life in 
the last war. He was a lieutenant 
colonel and chief of the tactical 
research section of the U. 5.

Discriminatory freight rates 
granted the Geneva Steel com- 
pany to the disadvantage of the 


Kaiser stee] mill in Fontana are 
having repercusions throughout | 
the nation, it was disclosed in an 
Associated Press dispatch froin 
Washington yesterday. 

Last week Kaiser Company, 
Inc., filed application with the 


commission requesting suspension 
and investigation of the rate re- 
duction granted the Geneva com- 
pany owned by the United States 
Steel corporation. At that time 
the Kaiser company declared that 
Geneva steel had been granted 
a 31 per cent rate decrease to 
Pacific coast points effective 
March 1, while all other western 
industries have been charged 17 
per cent more. 

The Associated Press dispatch 
said “strong and repeated empha- 
sis is placed by supporters on new 


lower freight rates on steel from 
Geneva, Utah, to Pacific coast 
cities on the possibility of ad- 
vancing the industrial develop- 
ment of the west. 

A dozen = steel companies,

ame CLASSIFIER \Kite Flying 


Frank L. Afien, district man- 
ager for the Edison Co., has is- 
sued a safety warning to kite 
flyers. 

“Every year about this time,” 
he declared, “we like to make 
sure that parents again remind 
their children of the four A’s 
for safe kite flying. A kite 
tangled in pover lines could mean 
death or serious injury to the 
flyer, besides disrupting electric- 
al service. (bservance of these 
rules will help: prevent accidents.” 

Here are the four A’s: 

1, Always fly your kite in an 
open field, away from power lines 
and street traffic. 

2. Always use cotton cord fot 
the kite string. Never use wire, 
tinsel, or metallic cord—they are 
‘conductors of electricity. 

3. Always be sure your cord is 
perfectly dry. A wet cord may 
become a conductor of electricity. 

4. Always release your kite im- 
mediately if it does catch in a 
power line. Let go and do not 
pull! Telephone the company 
owning the line and a lineman will 
come to recover your kite for you 
safely.
